Meet McGîll attracts 85,000 



Educators agree freshman 
unprepared for college

The universil/ freshman Is not prepared for the 
demands of college life, declared a panel consisting of 
three McGill professors and three high school prin- 
cipals Saturday morning at Meet McGIII. 



All six agreed that stu- 
dents have adequate aca- 
demic knowledge but arc 
still basically unprepared. 
They differed, however, 
on tlic solution to the 
problem. 

Dr. Yates of the Faculty 
of Engineering listed the 
"Inability to study inde- 
pendently" and the failure 
"to portion time between 
academic and extracurri- 
cular affairs" as the two 
main causes for failing. 

Dean Stansbury of the 
Faculty of Arts and Sci> 
ence, on the other hand, 
blamed the situation on 
the "lacic of interest" of 
students in any specific 
subject and the "social 
pressure to get a degree". 

Most of the participants 
felt the intermediate insli» 



tutions as outlined in the 
Tarent Report would alle- 
viate tiic problem. 

The Institutes would 
icrvc as a breaker be- 
tween the strict control of 
the school and the free- 
dom of college. Dr. Penton 
of Lower Canada College 
felt they might also pro- 
vide some of the direct 
contact lost in the "large 
mass production universi- 
ties". 

The students in the au- 
dience cheered Principal 
G 1 a 8 h c n of Marymount 
High School when he sug- 
gested that perhaps de- 
mands were too heavy. 

"We expect so dam 
much from our teenagers 
when we don't expect as 
much from ourselves", he 
declared.

Jagan attacks US foreign policy 




Dr. Choddi Jagan, former Prime 
Minister of British Guiana, warned 
demonstrators on Friday against the 
lies and double-dealings In the for- 
eign policy of the United States Gov- 
ernment. 

Jagan was key speaker at a meeting 
in Dominion Square protesting American 
policy in Viet Nam and Canadian com- 
plicity with that policy. The demonstra- 
tion was planned by the Viet Nam Day 
Committee for Montreal to coincide with 
similar actions throughout North Am- 
erica and parts of Western Europe. 

Personal experiences, including Pre- 
sident Kennedy's sanction of his freely 
elected government ancl^suiiséquent CIA 
actions against that government, formed 
the main part of Jagan's address. Jagan 
noted that he was scheduled to speak 
later this week at à teach-in In Califor- 
nia, but that United States officials had 
denied him admittance to the States. 

First speaker on the programme was 
Key Martin, an undergraduate at Colum- 
bia University and President of the 
Youth Against War and Fascism move- 
ment.

Mustangs defeat Redmen 



Lesage describes role 
of Quebec today

Premier Joan Lesage, officiating at Friday's open- 
ing of Meet McGill '65, explained Quebec's position 
as the "mainstay of French Canada". 



Though rejecting the 
notion that Quebec repre- 
sents the French-speaking 
minorities beyond its bor- 
ders, Lesage claimed that 
French Canada's distinct 
identity needs this 'point 
d'appui'. On the other 
hand, English Canada 
doesn't urgently require a 
mainstay, but Instead must 
assert Its identity and dis- 
tinguish itself from the 
United States. 

Referring to his West- 
ern tour, the Premier said 
he was gratified « hot to 
have encountered any sign 
of indifference which 
would ^'wipc out all possi- 
bility of dialogue and mu- 
tual understanding." 

McGill, "the pillar of 
the English-speaking mi- 
nority in Quebec", serves 
as an example of Lesagc's 
concept of Canadian unity. 
Here this dialogue has 
gone on for years", he as- 
serted. 

The ceremonies took, 
place at noon on the 
Union steps where Lesa- 
ge cut a ribbon, officially 
opening the building. lie 
spoke nostalgically of the 
old Students' Union where 



he spent "many precious 
moments" in his youth 
and regretted somewhat 
tile new title of University 
Centre. 

Dr. Robertson, Principal 
and Vice-chancellor of tho 
University, welcomed tho 
. Premier and the public to 
McGill in English and 
French. He felt the Joint 
opening of Meet McGill 
and the new Union appro- 
priately pointed out tho 
students' centre as "tho 
focal point of the Univer- 
sity". 

Fantastic success 

Paul Yaphe,^ co-Chair* 
man of Meet McGUI '65, 
termed the event "a fan* 
tastic success". He esti- 
mated that some 85,000 
people, including 60,000 
people not connected 'vith 
the University, had visited 
the campus since Friday, 
when the three-day exhi- 
bition opened to the 
public. 

- "Most of our events 
were Jam-packed", ho 
said. He added that tho 
turnout had far exceeded 
expectations prior to tho 
opening of Meet McGill.

Railway were civil disobedience, too. 

What this weekend starkly revealed, 
however, is that whether or not America 
should prosecute the war in Viet Nam is 
no longer the question; the real question 
is whether or not democratic rights of dis- 
lentj'sholl prevail. The moral and factual 
arguments enjoined by the protestors were 
accepted by government officials, the press, 
and the public they both condition, in the 
spirit of a person being handed a turd. 
Senator Stennis, chairman of the Senate 
' Preparedness sub-committee, is , now de- 
manding that the Administration pull up 
the anti-draft movement^'by. the roots and 



grind it to bits". This Is scarcely the spirit 
In which a democratic society should ponder 
such questions. 

Above all, this weekend exposed the 
way policy is madé in d business society 
for all those who have never realised thqt 
one United Fruit Company shapes more 
South American policy than every Latin 
American l:,Studies|.,. program 
AinericW": :TKei^' negative ^^•'^^^^ 
refusal of most North American university 
administrations to consult the studen|jJbodyr 
about educational policy mirrors the attitude 
of our business society towards the univer-. 
sities, In general. When James^Reston, in 
the same issue of the New^York: 'Times, 
writes that "honest conscientious objectors 
are. being confused with unconscientious 
objectors, hangers-on, and intellectual gra- 
duate school draft dodgers" he is saying 
that if you teach or learn in a university 
your point of view is worth less, not more, 
than the untutored common sense which, 
in myth, guides his nation. Mr. Reston 
should be told that when ideological dissent 
and fact-stating become anathema to the 
non-university body of a democratic society, 
they become precious commodities. Society 
may not deserve it, but it's more than time 
for the campus to become the conscience 
of America.

Mixed 
Rushiiig 



Dear Sir, 

l.wai iomewliat disturbed to 
read tlie letter In Tuesday's 
Daily alraut McGIIl'i "segregat- 
ed" women's fraternities. It is 
true that of tlie eight women's 
fraternities on campus, two are 
JewJsli and six are Christian. 
Originally this policy was ins- 
tituted for social reasons, and 
to allow religious laws, such as 
kosher food preparation, to be 
observed; ' thèse rcasbns .still 
apply, although to a lestfr ex- 
tent With the relaxing 'of such 
laws, Panhcllenic tried to insti- 
tute mixed Jewish-Christian 
rushing; but the results were 
far from encouraging. ' . 

In five years fewer than ten' 
girls signed up for mixed rush- 
ing, and no one was initialed 
into a fraternity of another 
faith. I can honestly say. that 
no effort was spared to make 
integrated rushing a success, ' 
but fraternities cannot force 
girls to go through mixed rush- 
ing, and unless rushces are 
willing to take this step, fully 
integrated fraternities are im- 
possible. -, 

This year, because of Jewish 
high holidays, Jewish and .■ 
Christian rushing coiild'not be 
. run concurrently, -but although 
the schedules ' were separate, 
t'irls were told that they could 
sign up for cither or both 
' rushings. The girl who wrote 
(he letter was obviously under 
the impressioii that once a per- 
son Joins a fraternity, she is 
excluded from communicating 
with other fraternities. Any iii- 
quiry woiild have proven this 
false Panhellenie organizes - 
many exchange programs and 
turnabout dinners, and never is 
the attitude that "other people 
. arc different, and should not bo 
mingled witli" even suggested. 

McGill is indeed a progres- 
sive university, but no institu- 
tion can t>e more progressive 



than the Individuals which form 
it. If "Appalled" had felt sin- 
. cerely that segregated rushing 
and fraternities were wrong, 
she could have signed up for, 
and gone through, both Chris- 
tian and Jewish rushing — not 
one girl did so. Women's fra- 
ternities have done everything 
In. their power to break this 
(radition, biil until people are 
willing to stop crying "preju- 
dice" in public, and eliminate 
their' own prejudice in pirivate, 
such efforts must be In vain. 
Letters to newspapers are only 
an empty gesturè, lihless back- 
' ed up by concrete actions; and 
' I would suggest that the anony- 



mous author should. In futiire, t n h. ••

Imposter sells 
phony Daily ad 

Two weeks ago a young 
man posing as on adver> 
tisement solesman for the 
Dally stole $10.50 In cash 
from the Cagibi, a bou> 
llque on Bishop Street. 

The man claimed to be 
William Dallon and present- 
ed a 1064-65 student Identity 
card, complete with match- 
ing photO£raph, IndicatinK 
that he was in the Faculty of 
Law.
